Of Communication with the Western Country. 

Commissioners on the part of Virginia have 
viven notice that they wish to employ a number of 
hands in improving the navigation of the Great 
Kanawha River; and offer to give twelve dollars 
per month and boarding, from May till November. 
A canal has been commenced from Richmond to 
the mouth of Dunlap’s creek, on Jackson’s river, 
distance of two hundred and fifty miles. From 
thence to the falls of the Kanawha, there will be a 
good road of 69 miles and from thence to the mouth 


-}of the Kanawha on the Ohio, there will be good 


navigation 94 miles. By this route, the Virginians 
hope to draw a large share of the western trade to 
Richmond.
